REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



1* Objection to the Specification : 

The disclosure is objected to because of the foUowong infoimalities: on pg.9, paragraph 
5 [0023], line 4, "filter 233 1 " should be -filter 23 1 1- as it is referenced in FIG A. Appropriate 
conrection is required. 

Response: 

The word "project" in paragraph [0018], line 1 has been replaced with —projection— to 
10 make the tenninology consistent with the "projection apparatus 20" in paragraph [0021], line 
3, The reference numeral "2331" on pg,9, paragraph [0023], line 4 has been replaced with 
-23 11— to fix a typo. No new matter is introduced. Allowance of the amoidments is politely 
requested. 

15 2. Rejection of claims 1-9: 

Claims 1*7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miyamoto et 
al. (U.S. Patent No.6^443,575). Claims 1 -6, 8, and 9 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as 
being anticipated by Yamada et ai. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No.2003/01 89694). 

20 Response: 

Claims 1, 3, 5-9 have been amended. Claims 2, 4 have been canceled. The 
amendments are fully supported by the original disclosure as follows: 

In the amended claim I: 
25 The **projection apparatus" is denoted by the reference numeral "20*^ in FIGS, 

The "housing*' is denoted by the reference numeral "21'* in F1G5. 
The "first air inlet*' of the housing is denoted by the reference numeral "211" in 
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Fia4 and supported by paragraph [0018], lines 6-7. 

The "air outlet" of the housing is denoted by the reference numeral "235" in FIG5. 

The "space" formed between the bottom surface and a surface positioning the 
projection apparatus is suggested by the supports at the left*lower comer and right-lower 
5 comer in FIG4. 

The "partition** is denoted by the reference numeral "22" in FIGS. 

The "second air inlet" is denoted bv the reference numeral "232A" in FIGS. 

The **optical engine" is denoted by the reference numeral "26" in FIG.5, 

The "light source" is denoted by the reference numeral "25" in FIGS. 
10 The 'Tan" is denoted by the reference numeral "25 H" in FIG5. 

in the amended claim 5: 

The "air-guiding duct" is denoted by the reference numeral *'2352" in FIGS and the 
"one end connected to the air outlet" is also shown in FIGS.

In the amended claim \, the first air inlet is positioned at a bottom surface of the 
housing, and a space is formed between the bottom surface of the housing and a surface 
positioning the projection apparatus. The space will allow the user to adjust the projection 
angle of the projection apparatus.

However, Yamada et al. fail to teach or suggest that a space is formed between the 
bottom surface of the housing and a surface positioning the rear projector. As shown in 
FIGS.l and 2» the rear projector has a wide flat base. Thus no air inlet can be positioned at 
a bottom surface of the cabinet. Further Miyamoto et al. also fail to teach or suggest that a 
25 space is formed between the bottom surface of the housing and a surface positioning the 
projector. Thus Yamada et al. and Miyamoto et al. cannot be reasonably combined to form 
the amended claim 1 of the present application. And the amended claim 1 should be 
patentable over Yamada et al. in view of Miyamoto et al.
